A NOTED WANK THIEF. 


Tri*d and Acquitted in Decatur in 1870 


—Captured by Kngligh Officers In 


A c bleflrram from England a few days 


ago gave information of the capture of the 
most noted thief and bank sneak m the 
country, Walter ShericlBD.Bud his partner, 
William Bartlett, it Oporto.Portngal, for 
attempting to forge Bank of England 
notes, Haendec was 'UZH down by offi 
oers from Sootlcnd Yard, 
He was a 


leader of a desperate gang of jewelry 
end bank robbers, and has done five 
years in Sirg Sing, New Yoik; three 
yesrs in ttate pripoa in Pennsylvania, and 
two years in the Missouri penitentiary, 
besides being in many juils tbronghout 
the country. He has been implicated in 
many robberies of a dariug charaoter, 
PS reveali d by the books in charge of the 
Piakerton National Detective Agency in 
Ohioago. In 3869 Sheridan, alias Strn- 
ford, wuh two companoios left Chicago 
for Springfield, Two days later a man 
stfpped up to the caehier cf the First 
National 6ank of Springfield and said he 
was the exeoator of s large estate in 
which there were a nnmber ot minor 
heira, and said to (he cashier tbat he 
wished to pnrchase "five-twenty boEda 
and "five-thirty" bonds," and wanted 'o 
get 85.COO in gold, and to purchase lhrc« 
tickets 'o Europe, the bi nk selling Fteam- 
8iap tiche's lira was oonsideriible of a 
Bern to the cathier, and he started figur- 
ing on it at once. There was but one 
other elerk m the bank, wbioh was sitn- 
aced on a corner, with a side entrance 
leading to the directors' rcom. While 
the clerk was doing the figuring, the 
other man slipped into the directors' 
room and with rnbbars over his shoes 
went paat ond close to the clerk um b 
etived, aud t< ok from jaC.OJO to $:«',< 00 
out of the vrjult, und left the binb, (jms- 
iog ( nt through the directors' room AH 
be was nb mt stepping it to th - street, he 
was met by the pietideut of the b^iik, 
who also entered tiie side door. It ap- 
pears that the third man, who hod been 
left on the street for the purpose of pre- 
venting anybody from getting icto that 
door either failed in bis attempt, or the 
president got to the door befnre (he third 
man ( baerved him. The president, no- 
ticing a man coming out of the bauk 
vith a bag under his coat in a mysterious 
manner, grbbbed him and pushed him 
into the bat.k, end the mouei t the cash- 
ier saw him, he suspected the man in 
front of him was his confederate, and he 
at once jumped over the counter and held 
him also. These two men were identi- 
fied by Mr. Wm A Pinfeerton as Walter 
Sheridan aod Ohurles, a'iaa "Baltimore" 
Hicks. They demacded a separcte tria1, 
and Hicks pleaded guilty end was sen- 
tenced to Joliet penitentiary for eight 
years. Sherir?ac got a separate trial. 


STAKPOBD'S TIHAI. n? DEOATUB. 


As above intimated, Sheridim was 


known at Springfield when he was arrest- 
ed for complicity in the attempted rob- 
bery BS William A. Stanford. He forfeit- 
ed his $10,000 bond, but was caught by 
Pinkerton, of Chicago, in the east, the 
state's attorney of Sangamcn county 
freely spending the forfeited giO.OOO to 
pay tha ezpecae of his capture. On being 
landed at Springfield by Finkerton, Stan- 
ford proceeded to employ the best crim- 
inal lawyers to be hod in the state, He 
got a change of vrnue from Springfield to 
Decatur, and stood his trial in November, ' 


1870, before Judge Gallagher and B jury, 
fuming to the files ot the RETOBUCAR, 
Dee. 1, 1870, there is found the final die- 
position of the o«se, which attracted 
widespread attention nt the time. Wit- 
nesses were introduced showing that 
Stanford »nd his accomplice, Harper, 
were acqualuted on Sept. 10, 1869, when 
the bold attempt wan made to rob the 
Springfield National bank, bnt the jury 
after an absence of only a few minutes 
returned a verdict of not guilty and 
Stanford was discharged. At the trial 
the People were represented by State's 
Attorney M. R Thompson, who then 
represented this district, State's Attorney 
Morrison, of Saugamon circuit, Hon. W. 
E. NeleoD, of Deoatnr, and Hon. H. & 
Greene, of Springfield. 
Tbe attorneys 


for Stanford were Hon. J. O. Bobineon, of 
Springfield, Hon. A. B. Eunn, Hngb 
Orea, Esq., and F. 8. Murphy, Esq, of 
Decator. The EEPUBI/IOAM then described 
She defendant as a goodlooking young 
gentleman with no resemblance to what 
is ordinarily thought to be a thief. He 
was Bocomjanied dnricg the trial by his 
wife—a modest looking J»dy—and by his 
little eon, aged about five years. 


After leaving JDeoatur Stanford got in 


with a lot of bank forgers at Jiew York 
and went to Europe, bnt was driven back 
to this country. In 1874, while in I he 
brokerage business in New York, he put 
on the market and sold 3180,000 worth of 
the Buffalo, New York & Erie E, B. Co 
bonds, all of which were forged. He fled 
to Europe with the money. Numerous 
other bold deeds are recited. He lived at 
Denver, Colo., for a time, William Pink- 
erton, who was a witness at the trial in 
Decatnr, BBJB: "He WEB one of the meet 
desperate thieves I ever knew,"

served, and I was not approached 
directly from the White House, as I 
was before.

rect, but was just as plain that it 
oame from the White House as be- 
fore. 
It was very earnest and very 


persistent. I told those who ap- 
proached me that I was supposed to 
know something about the wishes of 
my constituents and the interests of 
my district ; that I am a protection- 
ist and not a free trader; that I 
represent a proteation district and 
am doing my duly to my constitu- 
ents ; that if I had voted with Mor 
rison last summer I should have 
been defeated at the polls by 3,000 
votes instead of being re-elected by 
a large majority. 
Of course the in- 


fluence of the administration was 
exerted in favor of the Morrison 
motion, and it would be idle to deny 
it to four Democrats who voted 
against that motion. 
All know how 


well it was exerted.
